In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to

Art. 40. To see whether the Town will modify existing regulations 
governing the use of the Town Hall of Poland for activities other 
than Town business, to provide that: 


a. Any charitable or non-profit organization, group or indi- 
vidual, whose activities, wholly or in part, benefit any segment, 
group or individual residing in the Town of Poland, including sea- 
sonal residents, shall be granted use of the Town Hall facilities, 
subject to the following conditions. 


1. All activities will be conducted with decorum and Town 
property will not be altered nor defaced in any manner to 
depreciate its value over and beyond normal wear and 
tear, 


2. The Hall and Property will be left in as neat a condition 
as received with furniture replaced as received. 


3. A charge of twenty-five cents per hour will be charged 
for electricity for events staged between sunset and sunrise 
of over an hour’s duration. A flat fee of two dollars ($2.00) 
will be charged for gas and use of kitchen facilities when- 
ever the preparation of food is a material part of the ac- 
tivity concerned. 


b. Any individual resident of the Town will be granted the 
use of the Town Hall facilities for non-profit personal use subject 
to the conditions listed above. —- Selectmen’s Recommendation - No. 
Budget Committee Recommendation - No. 
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Art. 41. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate to be expended by the town in improving those Cemeteries 
in Poland which do not have special care. — Selectmen’s Recom- 
mendation - $250.00.

with the road known locally as the Jackson Road and te take such 
action as may be necessary to secure the uninterrupted multiple 
use of this section of right-of-way and the adjoining beach sections 
of Middle Range Pond as the general public has established over 
a considerable period of years. — Selectmen’s Recommendation-No.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
The following clinics were held in 1962: 


An adult Salk Polio clinic was held in March with a small 
fraction of the population attending. 


Immunization shots and physicals were offered to pre-school 
children in April, May and June at the Health Center. These were 
fairly well attended and were under the direction of Dr. Stanley 
Young, Dr. Donald DeCosta and Mrs. Joan Hastings, R.N. It is hoped 
that these clinics may be held on a monthly basis soon. 


Immunization shots were also given to school children in Sept- 
ember and physicals in November. 
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This fall the Community Club sponsored the first Oral Sabin 
Vaccine Clinic which was to be held in three parts. The first was 
held on October 8 and 9. 312 individuals received the Type one 
Strand of Vaccine very painlessly. It was hoped that at least 80% 
of the population would be immunized but the news of the investi- 
gation into the Type Three Strand held down the attendance, con- 
sequently, the other two clinics were postponed. It is hoped that 
these clinics will be resumed this spring. 


All these clinics were held with the assistance of the Health 
Committee. We appreciate their time and interest. 


1962 resulted in a long list of Communicable Disease cases. 
The following were reported to me:

7 Measles 
5 Whooping Cough 
5 Streptococcal Throat

ANNUAL REPORT OF. PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
IN POLAND FOR THE YEAR 1962 


Your public health nurse is a member of the staff of the De- 
partment of Health & Welfare, Division of Public Health Nursing. 
The nurse renders what is termed a generalized service and this 
means that she gives service to people in their homes, in schools, 
and in the community. 


There has been more demand for nursing services in the homes 
this year. This is due to better knowledge of available nursing 
service and to better communications between the nurse and the 
people in your community. The major part of nursing care has 
centered around chronic illness, and mental or emotional illness. 
Individuals with mental retardation or emotional disturbances were 
referred to the public health nurse by school personnel, local phy- 
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sicians and families. Each person referred has in some way received 
guidance or treatment relative to the problem or problems invol- 
ved. 


Individuals with chronic illnesses were shown how to care for 
themselves as much as possible that they might retain their inde- 
pendence. When necessary some member of the family was taught 
nursing care and simple techniques in order that the ill person 
might have adequate care and still be able to stay in his own home 
and with his own family. It is only by teaching and sharing res- 
ponsibility for nursing care with able assistants in the family or 
neighborhood that the public health nurse can meet the demands 
of many people in six or eight towns. 


There were the usual child health conferences, school phy- 
sical examinations, and immunization clinics. As in previous years 
it was a pleasure to have the generous and able assistance of the 
Poland Health Committee in these activities, The following table 
shows the number of completed immunizations in these services:

A: National Alert scheduled for Fall of 1962; was cancelled 
due to the situation arising in Cuba, however, we maintained a 
standby basis for several weeks during the crisis. 


We are now in the process of re-organizing our organization. 


Radiological readings were taken and sent into County weekly, 
and the Radio has been on the air every week until December Ist, 
at which time we no longer had a Control Center to house the 
radio which had previously been in my home, due to lack of proper 
facilities required to be provided by the Town, 


Eligibility for Surplus Property, Federal Contributions and Mat- 
ching funds may be cancelled at any time because of this lack of a 
Town provided Control Center which is now in discussion stages. 


Since we are required to have an Auxilliary Power Supply 
for our Control Center, a generator was obtained from Surplus Pro- 
perty Warehouse at a cost of $75.00. 


During 1962, we received property from Government Surplus, 
Government cost being $2,730.24. Cost to the Town was $153.05. 


Many more useable items are available if the Town remains 
eligible, and adequate funds are accessable. 


The following items were purchased from Government Sur- 
plus for use at the Control Center:—

At the various meetings, all phases of library operations were 
discussed and in most cases, final judgment reached. To date, we 
have ordered the shelving and stacks and have nearly completed 
the ordering of furniture. 


We were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Mary Ben- 
nett as professional Librarian and Mrs. Ruth Doughty, assistant 
Librarian. They are, at present, working in one of the school rooms 
cataloguing books to get them ready for the Library opening which 
we anticipate will be some time during the coming summer. 


The Trustees are and shall be grateful for books donated to 
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the Library as well as any that may be donated in the future, 


We intend having 4,000 adult and reference books and 2,000 
children’s books at the time of opening.

For your 1963 municipal financial plans | earnestly call your 
attention to the need and benefits of carrying out white pine blister 
rust control. The importance of control rests in the fact that white 
pine has long been a natural resource of great economic import- 
‘ ance to municipalities in the state. Without control of blister rust 
there would be little future pine resource with consequent effects 
on town valuations. The disease more seriously effects young stands, 
although pines of all ages are attacked. 


Municipal funds appropriated for this program are approxi- 
mately matched by Federal-State funds for the direct control work. 
In the over all program costs, however, municipal funds amount 
to about 25% of the total. 


White pine blister rust lives alternately on white pine and on 
the various kinds of currant and gooseberry plants. Control is pos- 
sible only through the elimination of the latter plants growing 
around white pine stands and is the measure carried out through 
the cooperative control program, 


The goal of the program is control of the disease in all com- 
mercial pine stands in the pine-growing sections of the state. The 
cooperative program to date has resulted in control on 89% of 
these lands. It is strongly urged that the goal be attained and that 
your community support steps to benefit your future resources and 
valuations. 


The District Leader responsible for your area finds that 5,208 
acres of blister rust control area need attention in your town in 
1963. Through Revised Statutes 1954, Chapter 36, Section 69 it is 
recommended that an appropriation of $300 be made by your 
municipality for this cooperative control work in 1963.

— IMPORTANT — 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
comply with them: 


Section 35. Assessors to give notice to bring in lists of taxable 
property; if no lists are brought in, no claim for abatement. 


Chapter 91-A, Section 34 of Public Laws of 1961. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to all persons, liable to taxation in the muni- 
cipality, to furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
. which they were possessed on the Ist. day of April of the same 
year. 


The notice to residents may be given by posting notifications 
in some public place in the municipality, or in such other way as 
the municipality directs. 


The notice to non-resident owners may be by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer, or by any other method 
that provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he 
is thereby barred of his right to make application to the assessors 
or the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he furnishes such list with his application and satisfies them that 
he was unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person furnish- 
ing the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them may 
administer, and any of them may require him to answer in writing 
all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation and value of his 
property liable to be taxed in the state; and a refusal or neglect 
to answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an appeal 
to the county commissioners, but such list and answers shall not 
be conclusive upon the assessors.
